Special guests from the U.S. included General Ridgway....The 
big affair was one of those truly old style plush social events in which be-ribboned 
diplomats in evening clothes crowd the president rooms with huge murals and even 
huger chandeliers of cut crystal. From the balconies, crowds outside can be seen 
watching the displays of fireworks and the elaborately lighted public buildings....

Rutledge also of AP; John Wix of INS; Dave Richardson, new Time-Life chief here, 
and his wife, and Rafael Lozano and his wife, also of Time. 

The New York News' Sydney Gruson, head of the bureau in Mexico for 24 years, 
will be transferred to NY later this fall, your correspondent has learned. He will 
be succeeded by Paul Kennedy of the Washington bureau, according to the report.

This not only meant developing it first (not 
usually done in TV world coverage) but finding the government censor who worked 
about three hours a day and not at all on weekends. Now, TC film is exempted.
